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Rubbish 
battle has 
so far cost 
£ 50,000 

A LEGAL row over a tower¬ 
ing pile of rubbish overlook¬ 
ing Dudley homes has 
already cost the taxpayer- 
more than £50,000 it 
emerged ahead of a High 
Court showdown next week. 

The payout for the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency includes 
almost £10,000 for an air¬ 
craft to fly over the waste 
site to create a 3D map. 

But the organisation said 
the clean up at Refuse 
Derived Fuel Ltd, Brierley 
Hill, would have been 
£800,000 if they had not 
taken court action to ensure 
an end to the row. 

Residents demanded 
action over the waste pile at 
the plant. 

More than 200 tons of 
waste was removed by the 
firm, also known as RDF 
Ltd. However, a three-day 
hearing is starting at the 
High Court sitting in Birm¬ 
ingham on Monday with the 
Environment Agency 
demanding further sanc¬ 
tions. 

The court will rule on 
whether the waste pile 
breached the terms of RDF’s 
permits. 

The Environment Agency 
will also apply for a manda¬ 
tory injunction against the 
defendants, requiring the 
waste to be cleared back. 

Figures on estimated legal 
costs were revealed through 
a Freedom of Information 
request. 

Tax survey 
'is a waste' 

DUDLEY Council’s biggest 
ever public consultation - on 
whether people want to pay 
more council tax or face a 
£29 million axe on services - 
is a waste of money, says a 
councillor. 

The Labour-controlled 
authority says, if the tax 
does not increase, it will 
have to slash £29 million 
from its budgets.

The proposals, 
which could bring up to 300 full and part-time jobs, are now poised to be given the go 
ahead at a meeting next week. Planning officers at Dudley Council have backed the 


Crash victim 
gets millions 
for injuries 

A MAN left disabled for life after he was 
knocked down by an uninsured driver has 
won a multi-million-pound High Court com¬ 
pensation package. 

The victim, who is in his 30s and from 
Dudley but cannot be identified for legal 
reasons, suffered devastating head injuries 
when he was run over in 2004. 

He was left with serious behavioural and 
cognitive difficulties and depends on round- 
the-clock professional care for his day-to- 
day needs. Through his family, he sued the 
driver who caused the accident. 

Following out-of-court negotiations, he 
has accepted a multi-million pound com¬ 
pensation deal. 

The package includes an £850,000 lump 
sum, together with yearly payments, start¬ 
ing at £107,500 and rising with inflation, to 
fund his care for the rest of his life. Mr Jus¬ 
tice Griffith Williams approved the payout, 
saying it was in the “best interests” of the 
claimant for the case to be settled. 

“The greater proportion of the claim is, of 
course, that for future care, there being no 
issue the claimant needs significant one-to- 
one input indefinitely,” he said. The court 
heard that, although the man is able to go 
fishing and to pubs with his carers, he suf¬ 
fers serious difficulties in looking after him¬ 
self. Experts have agreed his condition will 
not improve. Because the driver was not 
insured, the man’s damages will be paid by 
the Motor Insurers’ Bureau, the industry 
body which compensates the victims of 
uninsured drivers. 


scheme saying it will bring employment to 
the town and revamp a partially derelict 
site, which has been earmarked for regen¬ 
eration. Under the plans, Cavendish 
House, which has previously been branded 
“an eyesore” by residents, will be knocked 
down. The site, as well as neighbouring 
land, will be cleared to make way for the 
store and petrol station. 

A total of 402 parking spaces will be pro¬ 
vided partly underneath the store and on 
two decked levels. 

It will be operated as a free car park, lim¬ 
ited to a two hour maximum stay. 

Planning officers said: “On balance even 
though there are acknowledged potential 
impacts on some existing food stores 
within Dudley and the catchment area, the 
proposed development will lead to the pos¬ 
itive improvement of an existing, partly 
derelict Dudley town centre development 
site.” 

Outlook 

The scheme has been welcomed by Eng¬ 
lish Heritage, who said the development 
would “potentially help to improve the 
overall outlook towards the town centre 
from the castle”. 

Chris McPherson, development director 
for Cavendish Quarter Properties, said: 
“Our proposal is all about offering people 
an alternative to out-of-town supermar¬ 
kets and also represents a significant 
investment by us into Dudley town centre, 
potentially creating up to 300 new jobs; 
bolstering the local economy, and signifi¬ 
cantly regenerating an important and 
prominent area of Dudley.” 

The plans will go before members of the 
council’s planning committee at a meeting 
next Monday. 

The scheme is one of three proposed new 
supermarkets in the town centre. Aven- 
bury has also lodged plans for the 
Cavendish House site. 

While Commercial Estates Group wants 
to build a store where Falcon House now 
stands in the Minories.

A MOTHER suffered seri¬ 
ous burns to her head and 
neck and her baby was res¬ 
cued after a house was set on 
fire in Rowley Regis. 

The mother, who has been 
named locally as Louise, was 
engulfed in flames and had 
to put them out by rolling 
around on the lawn at the 
front of the house in Haden 
Walk. 

Neighbours rushed out to 
help her before turning their 
attention to her 13-month- 
old daughter who was still 
inside. 

They attempted to get in 
by using a ladder and smash¬ 
ing a bedroom window 
before fire crews intervened 
and brought out the baby. 
She was taken to Birming¬ 
ham Children’s Hospital. 

Police say the fire, which 
happened just before lam on 
Sunday morning, was 
started deliberately. 

They believe the woman 
was attacked in her garden 
before the arsonist deliber¬ 
ately used accelerants to 
start a fire at the property. 

The 31-year-old was 
recovering in Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital after suffering 
15 per cent burns. A 42-year- 
old Dudley man has been 
arrested on suspicion of 
attempted murder. He is 
also recovering in hospital. 

The woman’s other 
daughter, aged nine, was 
unharmed. 

Detectives want to hear 
from anyone who witnessed 
the incident or noticed any 
suspicious activity.

Country coroner Robin 
Blamain opened an inquest 
into the Mayfield Road resi¬ 
dent’s death on June 10. 

He read out evidence from 
consultant pathologist Dr 
Swapna Ghosh. 

The pathologist said Mr 
Ross had 14 times the 
expected levels of mast cell 
tryptase in his blood - 
tryptase is involved with 
allergenic response in the 
body and a raised level can 
indicate an anaphylactic 
reaction. 

Collapsed 

Tests showed he had 
200mg of mast cell tryptase 
per litre of blood. Normal 
levels range from two to 
14mg per litre of blood. 

Mr Balmain said: “The 
pathologist reports this was 
an extremely high level due 
to the bee or wasp venom.” 

He added: “He had been 
stung by a wasp at home and 
his face started to swell. 

“He had shortness of 
breath and collapsed. 

“Paramedics arriving 
attempted to resuscitate Mr 
Ross. But he was pro¬ 
nounced dead at 10.25pm.” 

The inquest heard how he 
had regularly been bitten by 
insects as part of his job, but 
had never suffered health 
problems as a result. 

Mr Balmain, who 
recorded a narrative verdict, 
said: “Mr Ross’ death was 
due to an adverse reaction to 
an insect bite.”

£ 26,000 
benefits 
cheat tells 
of illness 

A WOMAN who fraudulently 
claimed more than £26,000 
in benefits said her estranged 
husband had moved back 
into her home to help while 
she battled cancer. 

Jacqueline Mills, aged 43, 
of Coppice Lane, Brierley 
Hill, admitted three charges 
when she appeared at Dudley 
Magistrates Court last week. 

They were failing to notify 
the Department for Work 
and Pensions that her 
husband Stuart Hope had 
moved back in with her; 
failing to declare this in order 
to get tax credits; and failing 
to tell the council of this 
change in order to get 
housing and council tax 
benefit. 

Mr Tim Talbot-Webb, 
defending, said Mills had 
been diagnosed with cancer 
in June 2009 - a few months 
after she and Mr Hope were 
separated. 

When he realised she was 
struggling to cope with her 
illness and their four chil¬ 
dren - aged between six and 
17 - he moved back in, the 
court was told. 

Between then and this 
June, she was given 
£26,534.32 in benefits and 
tax credits which were based 
on her living as the only adult 
in the family home. 

The hearing was 
adjourned until January 4 
for sentencing.

Superhead faces life ban from classroom

A SUPERHEAD could be banned 
from teaching for life following a dis¬ 
ciplinary panel ruling over her time 
at Hillcrest School, Netherton. 

Dame Mo Brennan, who is now 
headteacher at Barr Beacon School, 
Aldridge, was found guilty at a 
hearing last week of unacceptable 
professional conduct, along with col¬ 
leagues Shelley Derham and Linda 
Westwood. 

She was awarded the title of dame 
in 2005 for her work in transforming 


the failing Hillcrest. Ofsted inspec¬ 
tors later classed it “outstanding”. 

The Teaching Agency’s profes¬ 
sional conduct panel heard that 
“inappropriate alterations” were 
made to attendance registers for 
some pupils at Hillcrest between 
2004 and 2007. 

Panel members will make a rec¬ 
ommendation to the Educatino Sec¬ 
retary, who will decide whether all 
three teachers are banned. A prohi¬ 
bition order could be imposed within 


two weeks, enforcing either a life¬ 
time ban or a ban which could be 
reviewed in the future. 

Marked 

Some disruptive pupils were told 
to stay at home ahead of GCSE 
exams instead of being permanently 
excluded, the hearing was told, but 
they were marked in records as 
being “educated off site” or on 
“study leave” to give an authorised 
absence. Dame Mo said the practice 


would mean that pupil records 
would not be stained as they tried to 
get a job or college place. 

The disciplinary panel ruled that 
the three teachers, all of whom now 
work at Barr Beacon, had acted “dis¬ 
honestly”. 

The panel was due to hear mitiga¬ 
tion before a decision on action is 
made.

A consultation has now 
been launched to gauge the 
views of residents. 

People will be given 
options of whether they 
would prefer a weekly rise of 
43p - two per cent, 75p - 3.5 
per cent, or £1 - 4.6 per cent. 

Residents will also be 
asked to say which services 
they most want to protect, 
including refuse and recy¬ 
cling collections, child pro¬ 
tection, older people’s ser¬ 
vices, regeneration and job 
creation. 

Councillor Pete Lowe, 
cabinet member for finance, 
said: “This consultation is 
about listening to local 
people and we hope thou¬ 
sands of residents will take 
up the opportunity. 

“This will help us make 
some big decisions about 


council services and estab¬ 
lish the priorities which are 
most important to residents. 

“Dudley, like other coun¬ 
cils, is facing unprecedented 
budget pressures and needs 
to make some really tough 
decisions. 

“Dudley Council delivers 
more than 800 services to 
local people and the scale of 
the choice and the tough 
decisions before us cannot 
be underestimated. 

“We feel it’s vital to 
embark on a widespread 
ublic consultation and 
sten carefully to our resi¬ 
dents’ views.” 

The authority says 
Dudley’s council tax is £14 
per month less than the 
national average. 

People will be able to com¬ 
plete the survey in a variety 
of ways. 

It will be included on 
leaflets in key council build¬ 
ings such as libraries, leisure 
centres and Dudley Council 
Plus and will also be avail¬ 
able online. 

The consultation will run 
to the end of February.

It’s good to see a local 
micro-brewery doing so 
well.” Black Country Ales 
recently opened, bought and 
refurbished its 28th pub, 
The Cottage Spring, in 
Woodsetton. 

Mr McMeeking attributes 
the company’s success with 
the growing popularity of 
real ale. He also talked to the 
MP about the campaign to 
scrap the beer duty escala¬ 
tor. 

“Whilst Black Country 
Ales is acquiring pubs, pubs 
across the region are closing 
at the rate of 16 a week, 
every week. 

Mr Kelly said he would be 
passing on Mr McMeeking’s 
concerns to the minister.

No goodwill as festive market backed 


COUNCILLORS have struck a com¬ 
promise over controversial plans for 
a Christmas market in Halesowen, 
which sparked protest from other 
traders in the town. 

But Halesowen Chamber of Trade 
and the town’s Cornbow Centre 
were still not happy after Dudley 
licensing sub committee decided to 
let the festive market go ahead for 
only two days, rather than the whole 
of the week leading up to Christmas. 


L:ast week’s sub committee heard 
complaints the stalls would deprive 
shops of income. 

Members gave the go-ahead for 
the farmers and craft market to 
open only on the Friday and Satur¬ 
day, December 21 and 22 - but not 
on December 18, 19 and 20. But the 
chamber’s chairmansaid shopkeep¬ 
ers would still not be content. 

Bescot Promotions, which runs 
Halesowen markets on the second, 


fourth and fifth Saturday of each 
month, had hoped to hold a special 
one for five days from December 18 
to 22. But there were fears it would 
take trade away from shops during 
the best trading week of the year. 

Chamber chairman Steve Fitz¬ 
patrick told the sub-committee: 
“The shops don’t need to have the 
market - they need to survive in 
Halesowen town centre.” 

Eve O’Connor, manager of the 


Cornbow shopping centre, said 
WHSmith’s frontage was “com¬ 
pletely obliterated” by the market, 
and trade was down on the days the 
stalls were there. 

Bescot managing director Steve 
Evans said Warwick Butchers, 
Thorntons, a cafe and a hair¬ 
dressers’ had told him market days 
boosted their trade. “If a Christmas 
market came to Halesowen every¬ 
one would benefit,” he said.

TWENTY-SIX workers are leaving the Black 
Country Living Museum through redundancy 
as part of cost-cutting plans. It follows a 11- 
week consultation with staff since it was 
announced that up to 70 jobs were at risk. 


Police job 
failure led 
to suicide 

A TAXI driver from Dudley 
killed himself after failing to 
land his dream job as a 
policeman, an inquest has 
heard. 

Thomas Spair, aged 23, of 
Poplar Green, was found 
hanged from a tree near 
Wrens Hill Road. 

Police officers attempt to 
revive him, but paramedics 
pronounced him dead at the 
scene on March 8. 

The inquest held at 
Dudley Coroners’ Court last 
week, heard evidence from 
his mother Jennifer Wright. 

She said: “He wanted to be 
a policeman, but kept failing 
the tests and that did 
depress him.” 

The hearing heard he had 
suffered a mental depressive 
episode two years ago, but 
had later stopped taking pre¬ 
scribed medication. 

Black Country Coroner 
Robin Balmain recorded a 
verdict of suicide. He said: 
“This is a very sad, he was a 
young man who had a lot 
going for him.” 

Christmas cafe 

A CHRISTMAS market fea¬ 
turing homemade festive 
cards, jewellery, cakes and 
more will be held this 
weekend at Wombourne’s 
Railway Cafe. It’s free 
admission at the Bratch 
Lane venue from 10am to 
4pm. Santa will be putting in 
an appearance on both days. 


A drop in visitor numbers 
and funding cuts have left 
the tourist attraction 
needing to save £250,000 a 
year.

Meanwhile ,36 of the cos¬ 
tumed guides have been 
given new roles as costumed 
learning assistants as part of 
plans to revamp the attrac¬ 
tion’s educational services. 

The majority of the 
remaining guides will work 
as casual demonstrators. 

Avoiding 

Mr Lovett said: “An 11- 
week period of consultation 
with museum staff is 
drawing to a close, and has 
involved almost 280 individ¬ 
ual and group consultation 
meetings, in order to adapt 
the museum’s operations 
and management to reduce 
costs and improve the 
quality of engagement with 
educational groups. 

“At the beginning of the 
consultation 155 staff were 
identified as being ‘at risk’ of 
redundancy and much of the 
consultation has been 
focused on avoiding compul¬ 
sory redundancies. 

“Twenty six staff have 
now left or are about to leave 
the museum due to the 
restructuring; 22 through 
voluntary redundancy, with 
four leaving due to compul¬ 
sory redundancy.” 

In September, it was 
revealed the museum would 
close twice a week between 
November and Easter to

The Halesowen Area 
Action Plan was drawn up 
earlier this year to guide 
new investment and pin¬ 
point places for new shops, 
homes and leisure develop¬ 
ments. 

Councillor Ken Turner 
said of the plan: “It’s an 
opportunity to herald 
Dudley borough to the 
world. 

“People coming from the 
south of the borough first 
meet Halesowen so we need 
to be ambitious and deter¬ 
mined in what we’re offer¬ 
ing. We can’t pussyfoot 
around.” 

The plan found there were 
too many car parking spaces 
and suggested some could be 
removed to make way for 
shops and businesses. 

Councillor Turner added:

A MAN caught speeding in 
the Halesowen with no 
insurance has told magis¬ 
trates it was because of his 
approaching wedding. 

Steven Hunt, of Wallows 
Road, Brierley Hill, was due 
to get married on August 10 
but, in the week before that, 
he was caught twice by 
police for driving offences on 
the same road. 

And it has cost him more 
than £800. 

On August 4, he was 
caught driving at 43mph on 
the 30mph-limit Hunt- 
ingtree Road and with no 
insurance.

CCTV centre puts police in 
the picture 24 hours a day

WITH almost 200 CCTV screens 
from cameras that record 24 
hours a day, seven days a week, 
this is the unit that tracks the 
movements of crime suspects in 
Dudley borough. 

The Chronicle was given a behind-the- 
scenes look in the camera room in Dudley, 
which has been instrumental in finding 
missing children, catching criminals and 
identifying troublemakers. 

Councils across Wolverhampton, Walsall 
and Sandwell also have similar units on 
their patches. 

Staff on the unit link-in with police and 
security guards across the Dudley borough 
to alert them to incidents as they happen. 

And within an hour of being in the unit, 
the advantages of the 177 cameras, which 
are of such high quality that they can read a 
tax disc on a car from 200 yards, are clear. 

One man was detained by security staff in 
Stourbridge bus station just 90 seconds after 
allegedly stealing goods from a nearby store. 

Traced 

Meanwhile in Dudley, a man was arrested 
in Churchill Precinct after someone was 
spotted loading £95 worth of chocolate into a 
shopping basket and making off. 

Elsewhere, a woman was assaulted by a 
female customer in Dudley’s Iceland store. 
CCTV operators were able to find the sus¬ 
pected attacker and traced her to nearby 
Birmingham Street, where she was arrested 
on suspicion of assault. 

And during the early hours of Tuesday, a 
man was arrested and charged after he was 
caught on camera allegedly breaking into a 
staff room at Dudley bus station. 

Sgt Rob Simpson said having links to the 
unit, which is run and maintained by Dudley 
Borough Council, was vital. 

“The cameras are invaluable,” he said. “If 
you take the example of a missing child, you 


can flood an area the child was last seen with 
officers but camera can search that area 
much more quickly.” 

“The cameras are not hidden so people can 
see where they are. 

“It isn’t about watching people, the 
cameras are there for the prevention of 
crime.” 

Experts say the cameras have played an 
integral part in fighting crime, including 
help track people who caused trouble during 
the English Defence League protest in 
Dudley in 2010. 

Detectives were able to review the footage 
after the violence and identify those 


involved, pinpoint what they had done and 
then move to make arrests. CCTV operative 
Dave Sneyd, who has been in the job for 12 
years, said as well as the serious side of his 
work, there are moments of humour. 

“Christmas can provide entertaining 
CCTV viewing. I’ve seen tugs-of-war over 
presents and a man’s wig was pulled off in 
one scuffle,” he said. “One man walked into 
a speed camera along the Stourbridge Ring 
Road and knocked himself. That was serious 
because he had fallen and his head was on 
the road, so we quickly got someone down 
there to help him.” 

The emergence of digital technology has 


helped improve the quality of CCTV over the 
past five years. Previously, footage was 
recorded on VCR with a tape-change every 
12 hours meaning, footage of a particular 
incident could not be looked at until the 12- 
hour loop was complete. 

But now, footage is recorded digitally, so 
officers can review it immediately. 

Sgt Simpson said the quality of footage 
had also improved dramatically making it 
difficult for offenders to wriggle out of 
crimes when the evidence was put in front of 
them. 

CCTV manager Julie Jones added: “A 
picture speaks a thousand words.”

“I’ve been talking about Netherton air 
quality since my election and I want to be 
sure there is some improvement since we 
started these discussions with the council,” 
he said.

“A report on air quality is due early next 
year and I will be looking forward to the 
report with interest to see what the impact 
has been.

£2.6m bid 
to restore 
park gates 
will be sent 


A BID for £2.6 million of lottery cash to revamp 
a Stourbridge park and restore its historic 
gates will be lodged in February. The council 
is working on a second application for a grant 
from the Heritage ■ by Heather Large 
Lottery Fund. ■ 


The main Grade II listed 
gates at Mary Stevens Park 
are in urgent need of 
restoration with brick and 
ironwork showing signs of 
decay. 

The council was awarded 
an initial grant of £116,000 
to develop its proposals 
further ahead of submit¬ 
ting the second round 
application. 

A report by council chief 
executive, John Polychron- 
akis, said: “Using this HLF 
grant of £116,000 the 
council is now developing 
detailed designs and docu¬ 
mentation for the submis¬ 
sion of a second round 
application. 

“The estimated value of 
this second round bid is 
£2,671,000 and at this stag;e 
the anticipated HLF contri¬ 
bution would be 
£2,156,000.” 

The council would make 


up the shortfall with cash 
already put aside for the 
work. 

A decision on the applica¬ 
tion is expected to be made 
by lottery chiefs by June 
next year. 

Other priorities include 
the restoration of the war 
memorial and works to the 
pool and entrance gates 
around the park. 

Any remaining funding 
could be used to open a cafe 
or refreshment kiosk. 

Residents were con¬ 
sulted on the plans in the 
summer. 

As part of the plans, the 
council has been gathering 
information and checking 
on animals inhabiting the 
park. 

A protected species 
survey will give additional 
insight into animals living 
in the park to make sure 
the proposals don’t have an 
adverse impact on them. 


Sky-bound Tardis to 
raise charity funds

ONE of the world’s most famous science fiction television 
series props will be spinning its way into the skies 
again -albeit a miniature version. The Dr Who Tardis is to 
be sent on a mission into the sky to raise money for CLIC 
Sargent, the children’s cancer charity. 

A little camera will be attached to the Tardis which, in 
turn, is attached to a helium balloon. The camera will take 
photos of the Tardis’ trip. Organiser Karl Jones, of Western 
Road, Stourbridge, said: “To send the Tardis and video 
camera to the edge of space we’ll use a helium filled weather 
balloon. As the balloon climbs, the air pressure gets lower 
and the balloon expands until it gets so big it bursts.” 

Parachute 

The community children’s nurse said this should happen 
at about 32,000 metres. Once the balloon has burst the 
three-inch-high plastic Tardis and camera will fall back to 
earth supported by a home-made parachute. 

The 48-year-old and his helpers will then track it down 
using a GPS tracker. The launch is planned for Saturday8 
but it will depend on weather. He said the team had already 
launched the Tardis once before - in Shropshire in August. 

He added: “It worked well but we thought we could do 
better. We also saw the potential to raise some money for 
charity and we chose CLIC Sargent.”

NHS 
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MP welcomes £1.8m for 
weekly bin collections 


THE successful £1.8 million bid by 
Dudley Council for funding to support 
weekly bin collections and recycling has 
been welcomed by MP Chris Kelly. 

The Dudley South Tory MP said it was 
“great news”. 

The local authority is one of 85 around 
the country which have had their applica¬ 
tion for the cash approved by the Depart¬ 
ment for Communities and Local 
Government. 

Mr Kelly said: “This is great news for 
council tax payers and residents in the 
Dudley borough, as well as for local 
schools. It is good to see Whitehall recog¬ 
nising the importance of Dudley’s weekly 
bin collections and helping us to recycle 


more.” Bosses plan to use the money on 
extra vehicles, boxes, bags and staff in 
order to roll out the plastic bottle and 
cardboard recycling trial to all house¬ 
holds in the borough. 

The trial, which runs at 11,000 house¬ 
holds, has an average take-up rate of 83 
per cent and has resulted in a 68 per cent 
rise in the amount of material collected. 

The funding will also enable the council 
to continue its weekly household waste 
collection service for at least another five 
years, to provide recycling collections for 
schools and to look at ways of encourag¬ 
ing residents to recycle more. The 
expanded recycling collection schemes 
will be rolled out from next spring.

Mr Cook worked in the bakery at Sainsbury’s in Kid¬ 
derminster and was a keen Manchester United fan. 

The crash happened on the A448 at Stone, near Kid¬ 
derminster. “It all feels like a dream at the moment, I 
can’t believe it has happened,” Mrs Branford added. 

An inquest has been adjourned.

Pest control service 
is in line for revamp 

DUDLEY Borough Council is revamping its pest control 
service which will see it take on two more members of staff 
to tackle mice and rat infestations. 

A council team responds to reports from residents and 
businesses about vermin as well as wasps and insects plagu¬ 
ing the borough. 

But it was cut back earlier this year leaving two pest con¬ 
trollers. 

Now the council plans to spend £100,000 a year re-estab¬ 
lishing the service and recruiting two more pest controllers. 

The proposals have been outlined in a report by cabinet 
member for the environment Councillor Tracy Wood, who 
said the current staffing level was “inadequate”. 

Councillor Wood said improvements needed to be made to 
ensure the service could maintain “a reasonable response” 
to residents. 

“The service has been in existence for many years as part 
of the council’s public health function. 

Further to budget decisions the service was reduced to a 
minimum level from April 2012, leaving just two pest 
control officers. Prior to this date the service experienced a 
progressive reduction in personnel as a consequence of 
budget reductions.

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Scouts joy as work gets 
underway on new HQ 


SCOUTS have celebrated the start of work 
on a new £75,000 headquarters in Stourport 
ending a two-year bid for new premises. 

Members of the Severn and Teme 
explorer Scout unit have been in temporary 
headquarters but has now agreed funding. 

They had been based in a 75-year-old 
former indoor shooting range originally 
sited at RAF Hartlebury. 

However, when RAF Hartlebury was 
decommissioned, the building was cut in 
half and moved to its current location. 

But scouts have been meeting in the Old 
Barn, Dunley Road, Stourport, in recent 
months after the old building became dilap¬ 
idated. 

The group won planning permission for 
the new headquarters in 2004 and have been 


sourcing financing ever since. Severn and 
Teme Scout District covers Stourport, 
Bewdley, Tenbury Wells, Clifton upon Teme 
and Abberley and Witley. 

Work has begun on the construction of a 
new headquarters with Stourport Town 
Mayor, Councillor Gary Talbot cutting the 
first sod. 

The unit which is home to scouts aged 14 
to 18 in the Bewdley, Stourport and Tenbury 
Wells area based at Stourport Memorial 
Park. 

District Explorer Scout Leader, Mark 
Burford, said: “We are very pleased to be 
starting work on our new headquarters and 
this has been made possible by the help and 
support from a number of local groups, 
including the Town Council.” 


Mast given go-ahead 


A 41ft phone mast will be 
installed near to the former 
Coseley Swimming Baths site 
after the controversial plans 
were given the go-ahead, 
despite objections. 

The plans have been approved a year 
after original plans for a 49ft mast 
were thrown out by Dudley Council 
and a separate appeal dismissed by a 
planning inspector. Residents had 
objected to the latest plans by Vodafone 
and 02, saying the development would 
be another blow to the town following 
the closure of its swimming pool three 
years ago. 

Councillor Susan Ridney, speaking 
on behalf of residents, told the commit¬ 


tee: “Residents of the area are quite 
disturbed that this application has 
returned. While the height and diame¬ 
ter of the mast have been reduced this 
mast will still have an impact. 

“The trees will help to camouflage 
the mast but there are no restrictions 
on those trees and, should they be 
removed, the mast will have a more 
prominent effect in the area.” 

Vodafone and 02 have said the 
phone mast is needed to boost phone 
coverage in the area. In a planning 
application the companies stated that 
without the mast, 2G coverage would 
be restricted and 3G coverage would be 
lost altogether. 

The mast will be sited on the junc¬ 
tion of Wallbrook Street, Old Meeting 
Road and Pear Tree Lane. Another 


possible site, the cricket club, was 
deemed too close to another phone 
mast. The actual site of the former 
swimming baths was also overlooked 
because it may be redeveloped in the 
future. 

Because the plan is for a mast under 
49ft, which is the height typically 
classed as permitted development, the 
planning committee members were 
only able to consider the location and 
appearance of the mast. 

Residents had also written of their 
objections, with ten letters being 
received, most concerned about the 
damage the phone mast might do to the 
views of the area. 

Committee chairman Rachel Harris 
said: “I feel, on balance, that it is not a 
suitable place for a mast.” 


Village raids 
link theory 

JEWELLERY and goods 
worth around £2,300 have 
been stolen in two burglaries 
in two country villages. 

Officers are investigating 
possible links between the 
raids, which happened in 
Blakedown and Chaddesley 
Corbett, near Kiddermin¬

laptop worth £400.

Mr Garnier said: “Chiltern’s new timetable is a welcome 
announcement. Shaving time off a journey to London is of 
significant importance. 

“As a regular commuter to London I certainly look 
forward to examining the timetable to see how it might fit 
into my schedule but I do welcome their efforts.” 

Councillor Campion said: “This is excellent news for the 
district.” The railway firm is launching a new timetable 
giving commuters better travel times from December 9. 

The new fast direct link from Kidderminster to London 
will depart at 6.09am, taking two hours 20 minutes - nine 
minutes quicker than the current time - and at 7.09, with a 
journey time of two hours 26 minutes. 

Coming home, the service will leave London at 5.15pm, 
arriving at Kidderminster and Stourbridge 18 minutes 
earlier than the existing 5.07pm train.

Waste management 
firm Biffa taken over 

WASTE management company Biffa, which has a major 
operation in the West Midlands, has been taken over. 

The group, which employs 6,300, has debts of £1.1 billion 
and had been trying to find a buyer. It said the deal, which 
is due to be completed in January, should secure its future. 

Major lenders including Anglo Gordon, Avenue Capital 
Group and Babson Capital Europe, have agreed to exchange 
debts for ownership and invest a further £75 million. It will 
reduce the debt to £520m. 

It comes as the Biffa waste plant in Cannock was given 
four months to clean up its act and cut foul smells that are 
seeping from the site or face closure. 

The Environment Agency will launch action to shut down 
the £24 million plant in Newlands Park if it is not satisfied 
improvements have been made by March. 

Area manager Steve Morley announced the cut-off point 
at a public meeting recently, which heard Biffa has spent 
£800,000 to reduce the stench. Consultants MWH were 
commissioned to assess odours emanating from the plant.

Baggerldge Park plaque 
will commemorate mine 

A PLAQUE and commemorative 
plate will be hung at a regional 
beauty spot to mark a former col¬ 
liery that once employed thou¬ 
sands. 

More than 80 people turned up at a 
reunion earlier this year on the land where 
the Baggeridge pit stood - inspiring the 
organiser to set up a memorial.

The mine, near Sedgley, opened in 1912 
and closed down 56 years later in 1968.

Once he has the plate, he will get the 
plaque engraved and hopes to have it on 
display at his shop early next year. 

The 40-year-old, who has run the shop 
with his wife, Julie, for the last 14 years, 
said: “It’s an Edwardian fine bone china 
plate with a picture of the colliery so we 
thought it would be nice to use that. 

“The reaction to the reunion was brilliant 
so we want to build on that and make it part 
of local history. It was 1,700ft deep - the 
deepest coal mine in the world. 

“The colliery employed 3,000 men, even 
employing 14-year-old boys, who were paid 
the equivalent of just 62.5p a week.”

History group delight 
at poignant ta album 


STUNNED historians have 
been handed precious 
photographs of former Ter¬ 
ritorial Army servicemen 
from Staffordshire going 
back to 1911. 

The pictures document a 50-year 
history of the Cannock-based 213th 
Royal Engineers from their origins 
at Norton Hall in Norton Canes to 
the early years at their current drill 
hall, built in 1932, at Bridgtown. 

Most poignant are images from 
the First World War, showing local 
soldiers in France, and at training 
camps before the conflict started. 

The album was compiled by a 
Captain Lakeland, who lived at 
Heath Hayes and became a member 
of the Old Comrades Association, 
formed after the Second World War 
by the surviving Royal Engineers 
from the area. 

He handed it to fellow member 


by Marion Brennan 


and former regular soldier Bob 
Leighton, of Tudor Road, Hednes¬ 
ford, for safe keeping after he left 
Cannock for Wales to join the Royal 
Monmouth Royal Engineers 
Militia. That was 20 years ago. 

Bob has kept it in pristine condi¬ 
tion in his wardrobe ever since. 

Now the Bridgtown and District 
Local History Society wants to pre¬ 
serve the album for future genera¬ 
tions by placing it in their archives. 

Bob, now 80, says: “When 
Captain Lakeland gave it to me, he 
said ‘hold on to this.’ If the branch 
ever folded, I was going to send it to 
the Royal Engineers Museum at 
Chatham. 

“But the members of the history 
society are fascinated by it.” 

The album also contains newspa¬ 
per cuttings, memorial cards and 
even a telegram from the Queen at 
Balmoral wishing the Territorials 


well. The history of the 213th goes 
back to 1908 when the 2nd North 
Midland Field Company was estab¬ 
lished at Norton Hall, which was 
long ago destroyed by mining subsi¬ 
dence. Immediately before the 
First World War, it became known 
as the 213th Field Company. 

Later, the unit went to Egypt for 
a month before returning to France 
for the duration of the war. 

Private 

In the years preceding the 
Second World War it was regarded 
as one of the best within the 46th 
North Midland Division and known 
affectionately in the town as 
‘Cannock’s private army.’ 

The history group’s secretary 
Derrick Middleton said: “We were 
bowled over when we saw the book. 
It’s a wonderful record.” 

He said in the short-term the 
society would be using it in their 
talks and newsletters.

Scott came on to the stage alone with 
one of his opening songs being the ballad 
Myself Again from his What The Night 
Delivers album. This set the tone for the 
night and while Scott is undoubtedly 


skilful he really needs to widen his reper¬ 
toire of sounds and certainly mix them 
up when it comes to concerts and intro¬ 
duce some upbeat tunes. 

Many of his songs are indistinguish¬ 
able from each other and his often slur¬ 
ring style of singing can make it difficult, 
no doubt with the exception of his most 
attentive of fans, to understand the 
lyrics. His on stage presence also lacks 
any real charisma and tends to be a little 
dull unfortunately. This said, his obvious 
talent as a musician is unquestionable 
and he threw out a challenge to his appre¬ 


ciative audience to come up with a name 
for a song which as yet is untitled. For the 
second half of the concert he was joined 
on stage by his band for the fuller sound¬ 
ing The Fool’s Fooling Himself which had 
a distinct middle Eastern undertone 
complimented by Scott’s high strung and 
almost ethereal voice.

Ned’s Civic reunion

"Wolverhampton Civic Hall, so much to answer for," quipped Ned's Atomic Dustbin singer 
Jonn Penney as his band turned back the clock 20 years on Saturday for their biggest 
reunion gig since their early 1990s heyday. 

It recalled the era, just before Britpop and grunge, when Britain’s youth briefly rocked to 
the ‘Sound of Stourbridge’. 

The Neds were back with their original line-up to recreate their breakthrough Nothing Is 
Cool video track by track, to mark its reissue on DVD, at the venue where it was filmed. 
BBC radio DJ Steve Lamacq introduced the band, recalling the night two decades before 
when he reviewed the Neds' triumphant Civic Hall show for the New Musical Express. 
Downstairs at the Civic was packed with late 30somethings reliving their teens. Many of 
the male fans have a lot less hair now and greater girths but that didn't stop a considerable 
contingent from moshing 'down the front', attempting to crowd surf or throwing their 
plastic pint pots in the air... quite an extravagance if still half-filled with beer. 

Ned fans had travelled from Japan, Australia and America, as well as from Stourbridge, 
and were nicely warmed up by 90s funk-rockers and former John Peel favourites Cud with 
their Purple Love Balloon. 

From the moment Penney pogoed into action for Aim it was party time. The band's twin- 
bass and clattering slacker rhythm sounded as good now as it did back in the day. 

Other highlights included Grey Cell Green and a rousing, rollicking Kill Your Television. 
As Jonn Penney said afterwards, the gig was "an absolute belter".

It’s hard to remember there being a time when the 
Fureys and Davey Arthur were not around but the 
great thing about the Irish folk band is they have 
never lost their common touch making their con¬ 
certs feel like an intimate gathering of invited 
friends. 

Eddie Furey opened proceedings with Clare To 
Here a country sound accentuated by the picking 
sound of both Eddie and Davey Arthur. 

Brother Finbar then took over with one of a 
handful of ballads which were inspired by lost family 
and friends with The Old Man which had a moving 
Harry Chapin Cat’s In the Cradle lyrics which spoke 
of lost opportunities. 

So things didn’t get too morose they swiftly moved 
into a full on jig before Davey regaled the audience 
with one of his wild stories as a precursor to Eddie 
singing Your Father Doesn’t Like Me Anyway, a 
somehow northern sounding ditty similar to Dirty 
01 Town which spoke of an unhappy love affair. 

They had some fun with the audience too with a 
song inspired by Robbie Burns Lizzie Lindsey where 
Eddie sang about love and romance before the band 
moved into The Mad Lady, which comes from Cork, 
which is one of those wonderful folk songs which 
manages to see the funny side of tragedy and 
inevitably throws in death, wild living and drinking. 

Leaving London from their the latest album, 
Through The Years, had more than a feel of Ralph 
McTell about it with a country undertone brought in 
by the voice of Finbar.

Hopefuls aim to shine 
a new star is born 


O n Saturday, August 18, 2012, a 
few million hearts sank. The X 
Factor was back, which meant 
summer was over, and by the time the 
series finished, Christmas would 
almost be on us. 

Did we really need another three- 
and-a-half month talent search looking 
for the next One Direction or Leona 
Lewis? Did we have to put up with 18 
weekends dominated by the show 
which dominated primetime Saturdays 
and Sundays on ITV? 

Some people thought we didn’t, 
because the show launched with the 
lowest ratings since 2006, and later 
started losing viewers to rival show 
Strictly Come Dancing.

Thousands of wannabe stars 
entered the auditions stage between 
May 23 and June 25, but only 211 
reached boot camp. The shortlist was 
eventually whittled down to 13 finalists.

"Old faithful Fiesta rides to the rescue in Fold's time of need 


FORD is losing shedloads of 
cash in Europe but is fighting 
back in the best way it can: build¬ 
ing cars people want to buy and 
the balance sheet will turn from 
red to black. 

Might take a while, mind you, but if the 
latest updates to the little Fiesta are any¬ 
thing to go by, at least Ford has set off on 
the right road (with a pot of gold at the 
end). 

A big seller across Europe, and number 
one in the UK for months on end, the 
Fiesta is being given its mid-life revamp 
while still in the best of health. 

That’s a good sign. Many cars are given 
a modest styling tickle, and not much else, 
even as sales are on the slide. Not the 
Fiesta. 

Easily spotted is the entirely new front, 
with hints of (whisper it) Aston Martin and 
a generally proper grown up feel. 

Inside, there are flashes of silver and 
gloss black to add a touch of mature flair 
but it’s under the bonnet where the real 
story is found. 

For, along with already seen petrol and 



diesel engines, there’s now the choice of 
three versions of Ford’s new, and delightful 
three-cylinder petrol engine. 

It comes in three power outputs and 
redefines what we can expect from a mere 
one litre, especially with the two versions 
employing a turbocharger to add puff. 

Tried in its top 123 horsepower guise on 
the press launch around Rome, the Fiesta 
instantly proved the sort of car that, rear 
leg room and boot space apart, makes you 
wonder why you’d ever need anything else. 

Six of the engines, including the trio of 
three-cylinder units, offered in the new 
Fiesta put out sufficiently little pollution 
to forget about road tax or the London con¬ 
gestion charge. 

One of the Fiesta diesels promises nearly 
86mpg in average running, but you’d need 
to be a light footed saint to approach that it 
real world motoring. 

More impressive was the 44mpg I saw on 
a brisk route of mainly motorway and 
interesting uphill bends on the way to a 


view outside Rome. Pulling us along was 
the most powerful of the new three-cylin¬ 
der engines and it’s eager thrum and deli¬ 
cious pulling power turned the Fiesta into 
a pocket rocket without the GTI badge. 

Turning for home (and lunch) the car 
headed downhill with just as much enthu¬ 
siasm and sipped petrol to the tune of 
55mpg, while still making the car as much 
fun to drive as the uphill leg. 

The version we were trying was the 
£15,145 Zetec S l.OT EcoBoost with 
123bhp on tap and an official 65.7mpg in 
the unrealistic official consumption test 
every new car has to take. 

Now for the rest of the upgrades: top of 
the list is something called MyKey; stan¬ 
dard on every car and which lets an owner 
set limits for speed and sound system 
volume when handing the Fiesta over to 
someone else - probably a son or daughter 
with a new full licence. 

To my surprise, there is only one top 
speed limit available on MyKey in the UK 
- 80mph, which seems more than enough 
to get an inexperienced driver into trouble. 
Ford says the car might need that speed to 
get out of a critical situation.
